History of Community Health Workers in Maryland

> 2012
Maryland Community Health Resource Commission (CHRC) funded CHW programs
as part of the Health Enterprise Zone (HEZ) Initiative

» 2014 — 2015 HB 856/SB 592
Maryland General Assembly mandated the creation of a stakeholder workgroup
regarding the Workforce Development for CHW in Maryland

» 2018 SB 163 (Chapter 441)
State Community Health Workers Advisory Committee is launched.

» 2019, Code of Maryland Regulations (COMAR) 10.68.01 and 10.68.02
Maryland established requirements for the MHD to certify CHWs and the accreditation

of CHW certification programs. MCHRC
